Arthur Taylor, president 
of CBS, Inc., has been 
named chairman of the First 
Amendement Research and 
Defense Fund campaign of 
the Reporters Committee 
for Freedom of the Press. 

According to a statement 
issued by CBS yesterday, 
tne campaign seeira $2 mil- 
lion for the Reporters Com- 
mittee for use “as legal 
costs and trial expenses for 
journalists threatened with 
court proceedings, jailing, 
fines or other harassment 
and restrictions against 
their journalistic rights.” 

The committee was formed 
in 1970 as an organization of 
working print and broadcast- 
ing journalists.
